It is 
found in Ihe memoirs of n Prussian 
olliccr of distinction, who gives a sim- 
ple, unaffected narrative of flic scenes 
and events through which lie p 
and who betrays nowhere tho least, 
ition to exaggerate. The fol- 
lowing remarkable incident he gives 
a ii came under his own observation. 

lie was at the time on tbe statT of 
General Wiutorlield, one oj the most 
skilled anil competent, Captains of the 
day. and \Y i nterlield was the (ieneral 

m command at the time spoken of. 
Two soldiers bad been condemned to 

death. In a drunken condition at 

night they had assaulted an olliccr of 
the line, and one of them had drawn 
a knife upon bun, but which one 
could not be told. The olliccr bad 
seen the knife, but be could not posi- 
tively say which of the twain held il. 
And the men themselves did not 

know. Neither of them remembered 
anything about it, Bo both of them 
Were condemned to be shot.

As we have already hinted til 
will soon bo back home, and WO have 
not forgotten to lake the advantage 
of vis. oral interesting places 

in Europe, as it will, perhaps, never 

present itself again. Surely an ac- 
count, of our sbovi sojourn m France 
would be worth writing, but the 
Rhine most he appreciated, so we will 
go on with a day's trip on the world- 
famed German Rhine. At Remagen 
on the' river we were assigned to the 

German beds, narrow and berth like, 
with mattress top of them in lieu of 
blanket*. We never had any use for 
those mattresses, and as a mysterious 
and loekless door in our room opened 
into another building, dark, caver- 
nous and deserted, we piled the mat- 
tresses on the steps ascending to that 
door, in the hope that if a hotel por- 
ter or guide or railroad ticket agent 
or any oilier knave were conceal 
that room and awaiting a chance al 
our watches ami ducats, he would 
tangle his feet in tho ulcus 

things and break his Deck. Mut no- 
body raided ae during the night, 
though the chambermaid of the eon 
com roamed in with a pitoher of 

wafer, when we were half undressed. 

We were warned to see that the doors 
were looked in future. 

It was a warm Sunday — it often 
seems as I hough nature was more 

peneefvlly disposed on that day than 

others, when we sailed forth to scale 

he Appolinarisberg. This bill is 
crowned with a four- towered Gothic 
church, adorned with frescos. When 
a church functionary was carrying the 
head of St. Appolhnaries and a few 
valuables to Cologne 700 years 
the vessel thai carried him was Struck 

in mid-stream by supernatural agency 

and refused to proceed until the head 
had bi a oul and planted on 

top of Ibis hill. When that had been 
done — though 1 do not see why th" 

shore would not ha\e served as well 
as the bill top— the boat weul on and 

completed its journey to Cologne, 
where cords of wood hewn from the 
rue cross and a lot of goods were un- 
loaded, There are ma .ds of 

the Rhine that do not move us to 

fears, and we do not much wonder al 

tho spread of scientific atheism in 
Europe, and the popularity of a con- 
tinental Sunday that is devoted to 

pleasure and recreation. Some sort. 

of religious feast was being observed 
on the AppoUinariaberg. Pilgrims 
who haunt the place ami have done 
so since Appollmarie's bead was bu- 
ried here, were ascending the road in 
their beet a; I ire, and bowing and 
kneeling at the Btationa of the cross 
placed beside tho way. Flags duller 
ed about the terrace thai the Church 
Stands On and crowds were entering 
the etlitiee. We stepped in. gl 
at the line frtsi he big organ 

and would have stayed a lit lie during 
vice, if others had nol express- 
ed their wish to leave. Peasants were 
gossiping about the terrace and look- 
ing so picturesque and so like figures 
out of the grand open in their Sun- 
day dress that, we half unconsciously 
put our hands in our pockets to pay 

dot that exhibition, but we were not 
led. On the contrary they made 

way for us beside them at the wall 
that prevented visitors from rolling 
down the steep hill into (own, and 
then stared at our modern clothes as 
curiously as we looked at their quaint, 
unhandsome costumes. There was a 
spring up there, too. and nobody on 
hand to collect fees from the d link- 
ers, so we thought it Appollinaris 
water and surmised that the bar 

keeper in attendance had stepped in 

to bear mass, and was liable to emerge 

. moment and charge us half a 

dollar, drank ourselves almost into an 

illness. There was a reason, however, 

for our seemingly abnormal thirst. 
In Europe the. water is generally bad 
so that beer and wine b »d and 

cheap are common drinks, but for 
real thirst there is no such palliative 
M water, and beer ami wine seemed 
only to augment our drouibv condi- 
tion. There il good water in the 
Scotch lulls and the Knglisb lake 
district. We found it bad elsewhere, 

and no trouble seems lo be taken to 
purify the supply of the towns. 

Among the things that We tenderly 
dwelt Upon when far from home and 
friends, we talked of joys that await 
ed our retUrn were in water and pie. 
Water is regarded by the Ruropt 

u^\ every Kuropean either 
for washing purposes, whila as io pies, 
.mi ol that seductive 
viand as be is of buckwheat cakes, 
.sherry cobblers or political liberty. 



The boat we were to ascend the 
Rhine in was first intended to take us 
all the way, but somehow or other 
we have not. learned, stopped al 
. where an hour was had to look 
around about tho old walls. Then 
another boat took us to Coblenz, and 
a third carried us to Mayonoe. The 
ng of the trip in this way was 
ono of (hose happy little accidents 
that sometimes fall. to one's luck, for 
unlocked for occurrences are not 
always misfortunes, even though delays 
like these occasioned on our part a 
somewhat tnonolonou:* repetition of an 
oath to have our dinner or perish in 
the attempt. The bill of fare on Ihe 
boats was hnnted, tho waiters lost 
themselves every time they went below 
for passengers' provender, and the 
as on American steamboats, 
were high. When a man is afloat he 
cannot help himself. He must, take 
what be can and the restaurant pro- 
prietor will do tho same. An en- 
thusiastic New Fork engineer was on 
board, "doing" the Rhine fcr the 
third or fourth linie. and calling for 
beer whenever be me! an Anieiican. 
Toward evening he was patronizing, 
patriotic, sentimental and pedantic 
all at once, Rhemish beverages had 
done I heir work. We met another 
young countryman of ours on that 
trip, also a close oopj of Mark 
Twain's •• Cholley Adams." Ho sat 
at a little distance from us, with 
elbows lazily elevated on each side of 
him on the rail and gazed languidly 
but steadily in our direction. Final- 
ly he edged toward us and asked :

When Horatio Nelson, the great 
English admiral, lay dying from a 
mortal wound received in battle, he 
said, "Thank liod, 1 tried lo \]o my 
duty. ' He certainly did try to do his 
duly to his country, but it may be 
questioned if ho always tried to do his 
duty to bis fellow men. M no human 
beittg always does that. If wo always 
did our duly, this world would be a 
paradise, but human nature is weak, 
and 10 we are all apt to shirk our 
duly. Of course the fact, that wo are 
weak is a poor excuse, as the weaker 
wc are the more wo ought to he on 
our guard, and tho more precautions 
we should take. A man who has 
been placed in a position of trust ami 
repeatedly found wanting in the 

qualities necessary' for said position, 

can not be excused on the plea that 
his nature was a weak one, as there 
was no necessity for his accepting the 
position— he could have refused it if 
he knew he could not. till it with 
honor. A pretty excuse it would be 
for an oflieev to say he lost a battle, 
c he was discouraged. During 
lhe late war between the Slates, a 
Union general did not arrive on the 
battlefield at. the time he wa 
peeled by his commander, and the 
consequence was great loss of life. 
The offending offioer was arrestod, 
and tried by court-martial, and con- 
demned to be dismissed from the 
a nil v in disgrace. Sonic of theniem- 
hors of the court were of the opinion 
that COOOrding to the laws of war, he 
ought to have been shot, but, they 
knew that President Lincoln would 
intent to that kind of punish- 
ment, though it was richly deserved; 
for all tho excuse the offioer advanc- 
ed was a false one, so they adopted 
the milder one of dishonorable dis 
missal from* the service. Trifling 
t of duty often entails serious 
consequences. A tneeliau'C may neg- 
lect to put in a rivet securely in an 
irou ocean steamer, and the waves 
may losen an iron plate in mid-ocean, 
ami the consequence might be the 
f hundreds of lives. A man 
who begins by neglecting trifling 
duties SOOn gets hardened, and ends 
by neglecting great ones. It is im- 
possible to attend too strictly to duty. 
In societies, if each member knew and 
did his duty, the whole would move 
like clock work, and a great deal be 
accomplished in a short time, without 
any fuss and bother. But it is sel- 
dom done. A few members generally 
have to do all the work, while the 
many stand by doing nothing but 
offering uncalled for and unnecessary 
I often wish that military 
discipline could be introduced into 

deaf mats societies, as 1 tirinly believe 
that tf a few idle, useless members 
were expelled, il would do a world of 

i, by showing the rest, that if they 
wanted lo enjoy the privileges of the 

sty of wbl Oil they were members, 
they must do their duty as workers. 
This is particularly appliablo to chari- 
table societies, as there is less room 
in them for drones than in those 
formed for mere sociable pleasure.
